1, GENERAL. 


S$ BENSFIT STATISTICS 
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This summary, issued by the Commonwealth Statistician!’ (Dry Rovend Witsen)® 
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covers the operations of Part VII of the Social Services Consolidation Aet 1947 for 


the month of July, 1947, 


The Act provides for the payment of benefit to persons whose normal 
earnings have been interrupted through unemployment or temporary incapacity. It also 
provides a third class of benefit - designated Special Benefit - which gives a 
measure of assistance to those persons who, on account of some special circumstances, 
cannot comply with the statutory requirements relating to unemployment or sickness 
benefit, and who are prevented from earning a livelihood and are in need. 


The number of recipients of benefit do not embrace the total unemployment 
and sickness in the community. Unemployment or sicknoss of less than govon days' 
duration is not covered due to the provision in the Act of a “waiting period" of this 
length of time during which no benefit is-payable. Permanent incapacity is not 
included as this is covered by the Age and Invalid section of the Social Services 
Consolidation Act 1947, The application of a "means test" excludes another group 
from benefit. The inclusion of claims rejected - ses Section 8 = completes the 
coverage of all persons apolying for benefit, irrespective of whothor thoir claims area 
approved or rojected. : 

The number of “porsons on bonefit" in this summary rolates ta principal 
boneficiaries who would normally be broadwinners, Depondants of such boneficiariogs 
are not included. . 


The information containod in this bwllotin has boon compiled from data 
mado aveailablo by the Dsopartmont of Social Services. The dotails givon in Sections 
4, 6 and 7 refor to admittancss and oxits notified during tho periad shown and not to 
admittances and exits which actually occurrod during tho poriod, 


Due to delay in tho reecipt of information in rospoct of somo boneficiarios 
the figures aro proliminary and subjoct to revision. This applios particulerly to 


discontinuancos and results in porsons on bonofit at tho end of tho month boing 
overstated,
